Vienna, OF. 22. N_8. 

HE Emperor dying on the ꝛoth at ¢ o* Clock in 
the Moroing, all the Minifters took the Oaths 
at Seven that Forenoon to the Great Duke of Tuſca- 
ny. Ar Nine the Emprefs, (now the. fecond Dowa- 
ger) who never quitted the Empegor’s Chamber al 
the time that he was confin’d to ft) and who is in a 
granner inconfoleable for his Death, retir’d with her 
fecond Daughter, the Arch-duchefs Mary-Anne, to 
the Convent where the firft Emprefs Dowager genc- 
rally refides. At Noon the ror’s Will was 
open’d and read in an Affembly of all the Minift: rs 
of State and fome of the Couneils of War and the 
Finances. The fame Day his eldeſt Daughter, the 
Great Duchefs of Tulcany, took upon her the Admi- 
niftration ot the Government of the Hereditary King- 
doms, &c.-of the’ Houfe of Aufiria, with the Title of 
Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, and confirm'd all 
the Minifters, Officers, &c. in their Pofts,  ¥efter- 
day Morning about Five, the Emperor’s Corpfe, which 
had been open’d and embalm*d, was remov'é from- 
the Favorita to the Im Palace in this City, where 
‘tis to lye three Days in Stare. “Tis drefs’d in a black 
Cloak, with a great black Hat on the Head, and by 
his Sides are Five Crowns, Scepters, and orber Inf. 
enia of the Imperial and Royal D'gnicy. Atcer To- 
morrow ‘tis 10 be ioterr’d inthe Tomb of the Auguit 
Houfe of Avuftris. “Three Days before the Emperor's 
Death, the Great Duke of Tufcany refign’d the Dig- 
nity of Palatine of Hungary to the Velt Marfhal de 
Palfi. 
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Vienna, Oct. 26. The Emperor's Body was carried 
on the 2gth Infant to the Church of the Capuchiss, 
and depofited there in the Monument belonging to 
bis Family.

* Tne Emperor ( {ays the former) was a little Man, 
‘ of a {warthy Compicxion, and had thick, hanging 
* Lips, which taf, accordic:g to fome, is che diftin- 
* guifhieg Mark of the Aufrian Family, His Educa- 
¢ tion was form’d fo fuit che Genius of the Peaplake 
© wasdefign’d to govern, fo chat in his Mancer he 
* had more of the Spaniard than rhe German. He was 
© generally filent, and when he {poke it was.in fuch a 
* Hurry, that he was nor eafi'y underfiocd. When 
* he was in Spain, the Jartings of the Generals with 
‘ whom he had to do, try’d his Patience ; and the 
* Contradiétions and Lofice which b-fcl him. there, 
* brought co Light thofe Virtucs which are rarely to 
' be found ia the Breafts of Princes ; I mean, a great 
¢ Firmnefs and Tranquility of Mind, and an catige 
‘ Submiflion to the Divine Providence. He had a 
* Fund of good Senfe and a folid Judgment, under- 
‘ flood the Affairs of Europe well, and was never ab- 
¢ fent ‘rom Council. He was @ Bigot to rhe Rites of 
* his Religion. His Air of Seriou'ne!s and Severity 
‘ begat Awe in all that approsch'd him, tho* they 
© who knew him well fay, that he was affable enough 
‘in private. His Diverfions were Hunting, Shoor- 
¢ ing, aad Mufick, of which laft he was not only ao 
© Admirer but @ Compofer ; and an Opera of his owa 
« making bas been privately ated in the Palace by 
‘ himfelt and the Princefles, while the Mufick of the 
© Orchefire wae perform'd by rhe Lords ot his Court. 
© On the Gala, or High Feflivals, the Imperial Fa 
‘ mily was exceeding iplendid ; ar other timeas 
© drefa'd plain, efpecially the Emperor. 

‘ The Emprefs, whofe Father was ¢ Duke of Brun- 
* {wick-Blanckembourg, and her Mother a French 
« Lady, is thought Mill to retain a Liking to the Pro- 
* teftant'Religion; and the never meddled with Sate 
‘ Affairs not the Difpofal of Places, which might be, 
¢ in part, the Caufe of the tender Affection which 
‘ his Imperial. Mejefly had for her. Her eldet 
¢ Danghrer (now Great Duchefs of Tufcany and Suc- 
‘ ¢ florto the Emperor's Hereditary Dominions) has 
‘ much of her Air, 

© The Archduchefi (his Sifter) who is Governefi of 
¢ the Aufirian Netneriands, is lufly, very grave, and 
* talke little. She underflands eyeral Sciences and 
‘ Lenguages, and in particular Latin, which the 
‘ fpeaks. She has 50000 I. Revenue, bur fpends 
¢ jitde, ſo that her Court is none of the molt gay. 

The Baron de Pollnitz fays, * This Emperor was 
¢ of a middling Srature, a hale the’ fwarthy Com- 
‘ plexion, and had abrisk Bye ; that thie Empret 
¢ was generally a Sharer in his Diverfions ; that he 
© us’d to exerci himéfelf in Riding at the Riding- 
‘ houfe; that he fhew'd all poflible Marks of Geaci- 
‘ cude to thofé Spaniards who adher’d to him while 
‘ he was at Barcelona; that he loaded them with 
¢ Wealth and Honours, and if ‘twal peflible tor apes 
‘ native Countty to be forgot, put them in a Sisua 
‘ tion to forget theirs.” · 

The Baron’s Account of the Imperial Fami'y and 
Court, with which be was pericétly acquainsed, is 
very diffaf, fo chat we re‘er the Reader for the reat 
to his Ficſt Volume ; and fhal! only add thele two 
remiatkable Particulars, which he mentions p. 241 of 
the Tranflation of thar Volume : viz * Wien 
¢ Charles VI. was crown’d at Prancfort ip 17.41, cer- 
* tain {peculative Gentlemen made theft twe Ke- 
* marks. The one was, That che Emperor made his 
‘ Entrance into the City in Clofe Mourning (which 
+ was for the Emperor Joſceph his Brocker). where- 
‘ upon they faid, that he wore Mourning becauſe he 
‘ ferefaw shat he thould be the left Emperor of his 
‘ Family. The fecond was, that asthe New Emperaeg 
‘ peturn'’d from the Church, invefted wirn all the 
‘ Marks of Sovereignty, Charlemain’s Sword had 
* like 16 Bave dropp'd out of the Scabbard, which 
* the Eleétor of Triers, of the Lorrain Family, ob- 
© ferving, catch’d hold of the Sword, and pur it in 
‘ again before it was quire fallem ou: of the Scabbard. 
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* Upon this the fame Portune-tellers ſaid, it was an | 


* Omen thar the Emperor would never have a quiet 
‘Reign, sad that be would alway, be ina Sitwation 
* that would oblige him to draw bis Sword ip hie 
* Defence“ 

Thefe tharp-fighted Geatlemen (fays the Barony 
were not fo happy as to foreice the marriage which 
has lately usiced the Familics of Ault ia and Lorreto, 
and brought the latter within View of the Imperial 
Crown ; of which the Elector of Tiicrs faving the 
Sword in the Scabbard feems to have been a remark- 
able Omen.
